lated on the veranda. 

Hayden observed these things, too, 
but they only served to confuse the 
facts he was attempting to arrange in 
mind. Only after a long conference 
was he able to induce Chief Sullivan 
to postpone the arrest of Jackson. 

“None of us know what is coming,” 
he argued, “but I am sure there will 
be a development that will solve this 
case. Jackson knows a_ whole lot 
about these murders, but to lock him 
up would be to gain nothing. We 
have not a shred of evidence against 
him, and no jury in the world would 
believe that he committed a murder 
to obtain a stamp collection. So far 
as I have been able to learn, Ebert 
had no love for Jackson, but there was 
nothing between them that would call 
for murder. Yet I’ll wager a month’s 
pay that the same hand took both 
lives. In fact, chief, I know it.” 


Hayden had visited the Ebert apart- 
ment before the body was removed, 
and was astonished to find similar evi- 
dence as that surrounding the Jones 
murder. Ebert had been attacked with 
a diamond willow walking stick, a 
knotty club fully two inches in thick- 
ness and of tough growth. It had 
been broken in two by the repeated 
blows upon the head of the victim and 
there was undisputable evidence that 
the beating had continued with the 
stub of the stick long after the attor- 
ney was dead It was useless to dwell 
upon this point with Sullivan, and the

If Jackson was guilty,

rest. He is not only disturbed, but he 
cares not who knows it, and he has 
become downright savage. Leave him 
alone two or three days and he will 
crack under the strain. He’ll talk.” 

Before 10 o’clock the next morning 
the inspector rang the bell at the 
Jones’ home, and, receiving no answer, 
circled the residence to the rear.

Many collectors have been specializ- 
ing on minor varieties in United 
States stamps recently. The craze for 
this started assuming large propor- 
tions at the time the Bi-centennial 
issue appeared. Since then an ever- 
increasing number of minor scratches 
and dots have been discovered without 
adding much to the layman’s enjoy- 
ment, but nevertheless giving a thrill 
to the ardent discoverer of each new 
variety. 

The foundations for this phase of 
collecting were laid by Dr. Carroll 
Chase and others who, by painstaking 
work, were able to plate the early 
issues by means of minor varieties on 
each individual stamp. All praise is 
also due those students who have 
laboriously managed to establish from 
which part of the original sheet each 
individual pane of the recent imper- 
forate commemoratives comes. 

The intrinsic value of minor varie- 
ties is questionable. There is no 
doubt, however, that what may be 
classed as major varieties are usually 
worth all that is asked for them. But 
in this class there have been only a 
few outstanding examples discovered 
in recent years. The double transfers 
on the 6c and 30c 1922 issue, the 
broken circle Walloon, the cracked 
plate Lake Placid and a few others 
of similar magnitude and prominence 
are the most noteworthy. 





In our efforts to conduct this 
column we have endeavored to confine 
ourselves to material of general inter- 
est, leaving the news of new issues 
and varieties to the regular columns. 
However, such a column as this must 
have the support of its readers or dis- 
continue. We have been called on, and 
have been glad to answer many per- 
sonal questions regarding the identity 
of this or that stamp, have given 
estimates of values and passed on 
genuineness of specimens submitted. 
But we cannot write a column on that. 
Therefore, if you are enjoying this 
column and wish it to continue, we 
would appreciate your ideas, sugges- 
tions and questions. U. S. Stamps is 
a big subject and surely there is 
something you would like to have in 
print.

New Whistler Stamp 
Arouses U. S. Artists; 
Complain To Farley 





The United States government 
stands accused of mutilating one of 
the world’s greatest paintings in its 
reproduction of James MeNeill 
Whistler’s portrait of his mother on 
the new 8 cent postage stamp com- 
memorating the American Mother. 
Artists and lovers of Whistler are in- 
dignant at the inclusion of a “10 cent 
vase of flowers” in the reproduction 
and the elimination of important 
Whistler details. ; 

The American Artists’ Professional 
league, in a telegram to Postmaster 
General James A. Farley today, 
voiced the complaint of the country’s 
artists and sculptors that the stamp 
design entirely eliminated the back- 
ground of the Whistler painting. The 
pictures on the wall are gone, the feet 
of Whistler’s mother have been cut 
off, and even the footstool on which 
the feet rested has been removed. 

The draperies shown in the Whistler 
portrait have been eliminated and in 
their place have been imposed a white 
background on which is printed “U. S. 
Postage—In Memory and in Honor of 
the Mothers of America — Three 
Cents.”—Clipping.

ALL IS NOT GOLD 
THAT GLITTERS meeting of the 
Columbus 


Philatelic Club the members were held 
spellbound for a half hour with an ex- 
hibit of a hundred page album full of 
stamps from the collection of the Ed- 
itor of this paper.

of counterfeits looks good and when 
properly mounted make an interesting | 
exhibit. 


Following the first showing, the’ 


pages were turned again and some 
explanation of various stamps was 
made with comments as to the quality 
of workmanship on the various items. 

While most of the stamps shown 
were of the class of counterfeits that 
were sold in large numbers in Europe 


| 
prior to the 80’s, there were sone 


modern things in the lot that would 
pass muster with any except the most 
experienced collector. 

Today the two types of counterfeits 
most frequently attempted are coun- 
terfeits of rare stamps to cheat the 
wealthy buyer and then, we regret to 
say counterfeits of common yet at- 


tractive stamps that are in big de-! 


mand for boy trade. This last type is 
far more vicious that the former. 

Latest examples of this type are the 
Octagon shaped stamps of Thessaly. 
Some couple years ago we noted im- 
ported variety packets which were 
loaded with counterfeits of the ship 
stamps of German colonies. 

A strenuous effort to stop the mar- 
keting of these items should be made 
and the one way to cure those who 
traffic in them is to print names.

Thursday Island 


Who has not heard of this tiny 
Pacific Island, a miniature world in 
itself. Situated in Torres Straits off 
Queensland, Australia, it is one of 
the smallest dots on the map of the 
archipeligo in Torres Straits. It has 
an area of 845 acres and is a tabloid 
world. 

Thursday Island has a mayor and 
corporation, a bishop, 280 acres of 
trees, a population of 4000, six hotels, 
three churches and numerous mis- 
sions, three schools, a nine hole golf 
course, three tennis courts, a cham- 
ber of commerce, Free Masons, Odd 
Fellows and Buffaloes lodges, a coun- 
try women’s association, a geograph- 
ical society, three football clubs, five 
cricket clubs, a race course, rifle, 
yacht and sailing clubs, a moving pic- 
ture house, daily paper and a town 
band. 

All this information comes as a 
cachet on a cover mailed by Don 
Houseworth of St. Joseph, Mo. The 
cover bears a half penny and a one 
penny Australian stamp and the can- 
cellation reads ‘‘THURSDAY 
ISLAND — QUEENSLAND — 9-A- 
3AP34.” 





Which tells us that the cover was 
mailed April 3, 1934, and took just 
five weeks and one day to reach Co- 
lumbus.
